Ing rules further to amend the Citizenship Rules, 1956, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Citizenship (Amendment) Rules, 1970- 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette.

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2. In the Citizenship Pules, 1956 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), 

sub-rule (4) of rule 16-A shall be omitted. , 

3. In the said rules, for rule 10-B, the following rules shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“Ifl-B. — Certificate of registration to be granted to persons registered and 
register of persona registered under section 5(1) (e). — (1) Every 
person who is registered as a citizen of India under section 3(1) (e) 
shall be issued a certificate of registration in Form XX. When such 
a certificate is ssiued, a duplicate copy thereof shall be prepared 
and preserved for record by the issuing authority. 


(2) There shall be kept by the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, a register containing the names of the persons regis- 
tered as citizens of India under section 5(1) (e), in Form XXI. 

lfl-C. — Registration of citizens of Canada under section 6(1) (e). — (1) An 

application by a citizen of Canada for registration as a citizen of 
India under section 5(l)(e) shall be in Form XXII. 

(2) An application under sub-rule (1) shall not lie, unless the applicant, — 

(a) is of full age and capacity; 

(b) has either resided in India or has been in the service of a Govern- 

ment in India, or partly the one and partly the other, throughout 
the period of twelve months immediately preceding the date of 
the application; 

(c) has during the seven years immediately preceding the said period 

of twelve months resided in India or been in the service of a 
Government in India, or partly the one and partly the other, for 
periods amounting in the aggregate to not less than four years; 

(d) has an adequate knowledge of a language specified in the Eighth 

Schedule to the Constitution; 

(e) Is of good character; and 

(f) has an Intention to make India his permanent home: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if in the special circumstances 
of any particular case it thinks fit, — 


(I) allow a continuous period of twelve months ending not more than 
six taonths before the date of the application to be reckoned; for 
the purposes of clause (b) above, as if it had immediately pre- 
ceded that date; 

(il) allow periods of residence or service earlier than eight years before 

the date of the application to be reckoned in computing the aggre- 
gate mentioned in clause (c) above." 


4. In the said rules, after sub-rule (2i) of rule SI the following sub-rule 
shall be inserted, namely: — 


" (3) Of the fee payable for registration of a Canadian citizen under sec- 
tion 5(l)_(e), a sum of Rs. 15/- (Rs 23-75 if the applicatldh is submitted through 
an Indian Mission abroad) shall be payable on the submission of the application 
and shall in no circumstances be refunded and the balance shall be payable on 
the receipt of the decision to grant a certificate of registration.’’

DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 

New Delhi, the 16 th July 1970 

G.S.R. 1668. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 30ff 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Assistant Director in the Department of 
Social Welfare, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare (Assistant Director) Recruitment Rules, 1970, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3 . Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of posts, Its classifica- 
tion and the scale of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 
4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc, — The method of recruit- 
ment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected there- 
with shall he as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule, 
may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time. 
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5. Disqualifications.— (1) No person, who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living marries In any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said post. 

(2) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such' marriage, or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post. 

(3) The Central Government, may, if it is satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Cen trail Government Is of the opinion that it 
is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to ’be recorded 
in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commssion, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons.

G S R, 1673. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makeg the following rules, regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Junior' Library Attendant In the Mlhffitfy' of

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Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time. 

4 - Disqualifications. — (i) No peyson, who has more than one .wife living, or 
who, Having spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reasqn of its taking place during the .life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for nppointment to the said .post. 

(2.) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who nas 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said post. 

( 3 ) The Central Government may, if it is satisfied that there are special 
grounds fojr so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule, 

5 . Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is of opinion that It Is 
necessary or expedient go to do, it may by order, for reasons 'to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of perppns.

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons, in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person — 

(.a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 
spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into or contracted a marriage ■ 
with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said 
posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it Is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded In 

writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or- 

category of persons or pq^ts.

G.S.R. 1682. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 87, read with sub- 
section (G) of section 80, section 83 and section 457 of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1058 (44 of 1958) and in supersession of all previous rules and orders on 
the subject, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Mer- 
chant Shipping (Certificate of Service) Rules. 1970. 

(2) They shall come Into force at once. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) "Act” means the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958); 

(b -1 "Appendix” means an Appendix to these rules; 

i.c) "Principal Officer" means the Principal Officer of the Mercantile 
Marine Department concerned at Bombay. Calcutta and Madras. 

(d) “section” means a section of the Act; 

(c) words and expressions used in these rules and not defined but defined 
in the Act shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in 
the Act. 

3. Application for certificate of service. — (1) Any person entitled to a certifi- 
cate of service under sub-section (1) or sub-section (2) of section 80 may make 
an application in the form set out in Appendix 1. 

(2) Every applicant shall forward his application to Chief of the Naval Staff 
through his Commanding Officer. 

(3) Every application received by the Chief of the Naval Staff shall be for- 
warded to the Director General after recording thereon a certificate as to the 
correctness of the qualifying service mentioned therein. 

4. Issue of certificate of service. — ( 1 ) Every application under rule 3 shall be 

g ranted the certificate of service in the appropriate form set out for the purpose 
1 Appendix II, 

(2) Certificates for every grade of service shall have a distinct series of. num- 
bers prefixed by identifying letters allotted by the Director-General. 

5. Record of certificates of service. — (1) Every certificate of service shall be 
prepared in duplicate. 

(2) The original certificate of service shall be delivered to the person entitled 
to it and the duplicate thereof shall be kept in the office of the Director-General. 

(3) The Director-General shall cause the particulars of every certificate of 
service to be entered in a register maintained for the purpose. All subsequent 
orders regarding suspension or cancellation or any other matters relating to the 
said certificate shall be entered on the copy of the certificate and also in the said 
register. 

G. Grant of certified copy of the certificate of service^— (1) A person whose 
certificate of service has been lost or who has been deprived of such certificate 
may apply in the form set out in Appendix III for a duplicate copy thereof. A 
declaration regarding the circumstances in which the certificate was lost or Its 
deprivation took place shall also be made by the applicant before the Principal 
Officer, or. as the case may be, the Counsular Officer. 

(2) The application under sub-rule (1) shall be forwarded to the Director- 
General through the Principal Officer, or If the applicant is abroad, such an appli- 
cation shall be so forwarded through the Indian Consular Officer. 

(3) The Director-General may, if he is satisfied that a certificate of service has, 
without fault on the part of the holder, been lost or its deprivation has taken place, 
grant a certified copy of the certificate to the person entitled thereto: 

(4) If the certificate alleged to have been, lost or of which deprivation is alleged 
to have taken place Is subsequently recovered, it shall be surrendered to the 
Director-General. 

(5) A fee of Re. 1/- shall be paid for every certified copy of the certificate 
granted under sub-rule (3).
